ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  i949. 


To  THE  Chairman  and  Members, 

Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1949. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  16.6  compared  with  16.9  for  1948  and  the 
Death  Rate  was  9.63  compared  with  9.61.  On  Page  23  will  be  found 
a  table  showing  comparative  figures  for  England  and  Wales  together 
with  an  analysis  of  mortality  and  case  rates  for  certain  notifiable 
diseases  in  the  year. 

Details  of  the  Council’s  post  war  housing  activities  will  be 
found  on  Page  9.  During  the  year  240  permanent  houses  were  com¬ 
pleted  and  work  was  in  progress  on  a  further  302  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  total  number  of  houses  completed  since  the  War  up  to 
December  31st,  1949,  was  150  prefabricated  bungalows  and  726 
permanent  houses.  The  demand  for  houses  throughout  the  District 
continues  to  be  very  great. 

Full  particulars  of  the  public  water  supplies  are  given  in  the 
Report  in  the  form  required  by  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2/50. 
This  includes  details  as  to  the  number  of  houses  and  population  sup¬ 
plied  in  the  individual  Parishes.  In  the  whole  District  97.9  per  cent, 
of  the  houses  and  97.9  per  cent,  of  the  population  are  supplied 

A  garage  and  repair  depot  for  the  Council’s  motor  vehicles  was 
established  during  the  year  on  land  at  Spondon.  The  present  prem¬ 
ises  are  of  a  temporary  construction,  but  it  is  the  Council’s  intention 
that  a  permanent  building  be  provided  as  soon  as  the  necessary 
authority  can  be  obtained. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  has  prepared  two  interesting 
maps  which  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Report.  One  of  these 
gives  details  of  four  of  the  Council’s  principal  activities  in  individual 
Parishes. 

I  am  indebted  to  my  fellow  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
courtesy  and  assistance  during  the  year.

The  cost  of  Refuse  Collection  for  the  whole  District  for  the 
year  ended  March  31st,  1950  was  £21,783/1 1/Od.,  average  £l/0/ld. 
per  house,  and  the  cost  of  Refuse  Disposal  was  £4,116/3/3d.  an 
average  of  3/94d.  per  house.  The  combined  figures  for  collection  and 
disposal  were  £25,899/14/3d.  average  cost  per  house  £l/3/10-|d. 
compared  with  a  total  cost  of  £25,980/2/8d.  and  average  of  £l/4/6d. 
for  1948-49. 

Direct  labour  collection  and  disposal  continued  over  the  whole 
district  throughout  the  year.  The  tipping  sites  at  Chellaston,  Dale 
Abbey,  Melbourne  and  West  Hallam  continued  to  be  used  and  a  start 
was  made  in  filling-in  part  of  the  disused  canal  bed  at  Little  Eaton. 
The  public  water  supply  was  laid  on  to  the  tip  site  at  Dale  Abbey. 

Two  new  Albion  lorries  were  put  into  service  in  Breaston  and 
district  and  Sandiacre  and  district  (Groups  2  and  5).  The  two  old 
S.D.  vehicles  were  sold. 

A  notable  development  was  the  establishment  of  a  repair  shop 
and  depot  on  land  at  Nottingham.  Road,  Spondon.  The  present 
buildings  consist  of  converted  huts,  but  a  scheme  has  been  prepared 
for  a  permanent  building,  although  sanction  for  the  erection  of  this 
has  not,  so  far,  been  obtained.  The  staff  at  the  depot  consists  of 
mechanic  in  charge,  mechanic,  and  one  other  assistant  ;  all  kinds  of 
mechanical  repairs  are  undertaken  to  the  CounciFs  vehicles  and  to 
some  of  the  plant  at  the  sewage  disposal  works.

14,900  gallons  of  motor  fuel  were  purchased  during  the  year 
ended  31st  March,  1950. 

Closet  Conversion  Scheme. 

Statutory  action  under  Sec.  47,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  the  year.  During  the  twelve  months  ended  March 
31st,  1950,  102  new  waterclosets  were  provided,  replacing  79  pail 
closets  and  20  privies.  Almost  the  whole  of  the  pail  closets  and  privies 
remaining  are  situated  in  areas  not  yet  provided  with  public  sewers  ; 
in  the  sewered  areas  there  are  a  few  such  closets,  generally  at  houses 
which  are  the  subject  of  action  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936.

2 —  Elvaston — Sewerage  of  the  three  hamlets  of  Elvaston,  Thul- 
ston  and  Ambaston,  including  two  Pumping  Stations  and 
Disposal  Works  at  Ambaston. 

3 —  Morley — {a)  Sewerage  of  Brackley  Gate  to  new  Disposal 
Works. 

(6)  Sewerage  of  Church  Lane  area  to  new  Disposal 

Works. 

4 —  Stanton  by  Bridge. — Sewerage  of  the  Parish,  including  one 
P'umping  Station  discharging  sewage  to  the  existing  Mel¬ 
bourne  Disposal  Works.

5 — A  joint  scheme  of  sewerage  serving  Stanton-by-Dale,  Sandi- 
acre,  Risley,  Breaston  and  Draycott,  including  two  Pumping 
Stations  at  Sandiacre  and  enlargement  of  the  existing  Dis¬ 
posal  Works  at  Draycott.  The  present  arrangement  whereby 
sewage  from  Sandiacre  and  part  of  Risley  is  treated  at  joint 
Disposal  Works  at  Stapleford  would  be  discontinued. 

Starting  dates  which  had  been  allocated  to  Nos.  2  and  5  were 
withdrawn  as  part  of  the  Government  programme  of  economy  in 
capital  expenditure.  A  tender  amounting  to  £1 1,479/O/Od.  was 
accepted  for  No.  4  and  work  commenced  early  in  1950, 

The  following  matters  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  :  — 
BREADSALL. 

The  6"  diameter  foul  sewer  in  Rectory  Lane  was  extended  for 
a  distance  of  51  yards. 

BREASTON. 

An  additional  manhole  was  constructed  on  the  9"  diameter 
foul  sewer  at  Draycott  Road.  A  serious  obstruction  took  place  at  this 
point. 

A  scheme  was  prepared  providing  for  the  replacement  of  the 
three  ejector  stations  on  the  Breaston  and  Draycott  joint  system  by 
automatic  electrical  pumping  stations.  Pending  the  execution  of  this 
work  the  installation  of  a  further  electric  motor  at  Draycott  was  au¬ 
thorised  and  also  a  thorough  overhaul  of  the  ejector  plant. 

LITTLEOVER. 

Work  continued  throughout  the  year  on  the  scheme  for  extend¬ 
ing  the  disposal  works  for  which  a  tender  amounting  to  £7,430/0/0d. 
had  been  accepted  in  1948.  A  large  quantity  of  dried  sludge  and 
surplus  soil  was  removed  to  the  Chellaston  refuse  tip  and  was  used 
for  covering  purposes. 

MELBOURNE. 

The  9"  diameter  foul  sew'er  in  Packhorse  Lane  was  extended 
for  a  distance  of  143  yards. 

SHARDLOW. 

6"  diameter  branch  foul  sewer,  41  yards  in  length  was  in¬ 
stalled  at  London  Road. 

SPONDON. 

Approval  was  received  to  the  scheme  for  providing  public  foul 
sewers  at  Borrowash  Road  and  Gravel  Pit  Lane.  A  tender  amounting 
to  £3,710/0/0d.  was  accepted  and  work  commenced  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  year. 

Control  of  Civil  Building. 

The  issue  of  Buildings  Licences  for  housing  work  and  for  certain 
work  to  other  types  of  building  was  undertaken  on  behalf  of  the 
Ministty  of  Works  in  August,  1945. 


Applications  for  Building  Licences  in  respect  of  repair  and  nrain- 
tenance  works  are  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  full  effect  of  the  raising  of  the  “  free  ”  limit  from 
£10/0/0d.  to  £100/0/0d.  in  July,  1948,  is  shown  by  the  fail  in  the 
number  of  Licences  issued  during  the  year.  These  were  27  Licences 
in  respect  of  work  estimated  to  cost  £9,547/0//0d. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

All  the  legal  proceedings  taken  during  the  year  were  concerned 
with  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  :  — 

A  Long  Eaton  Builder  was  fined  £2/0/0d.  and  ordered  to  pay 
an  Advocate’s  Fee  of  £2/2/0d.  for  carrying  out  drainage  work  at  a 
house  at  Draycott  without  giving  notice  to  the  Council  as  required  by 
Sec.  41, 

For  failing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Statutory 
Notices  issued  under  Sections  39,  45  and  56,  relative  to  drainage,  a 
defective  watercloset  and  yard  paving,  the  owner  of  a  house  at  Chad- 
desden  was  fined  £l/0/0d.  on  each  of  the  three  charges  and  ordered 
to  pay  an  Advocate’s  Fee  of  £3/3/Od.  A  continuing  penalty  of  10/- 
per  day  was  also  imposed. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  Agents  for  a  house 
at  Alvaston  for  failure  to  comply  with  Statutory  Notices  requiring 
repairs  to  a  defective  waste  pipe  and  the  provision  of  yard  paving 
(Sections  39  and  56)  ;  the  work  w^as  carried  out  after  the  information 
w^as  laid  and  the  firm  was  fined  £l/0/0d.  in  each  of  the  two  cases  and 
ordered  to  pay  an  Advocate’s  Fee  of  £2/2/0d. 

A  fine  of  £2/0/0d.  was  imposed  and  an  Advocate’s  Fee  of 
£2/2/0d.  awarded  as  a  result  of  proceedings  taken  against  the  Agents 
for  a  house  at  Spondon  in  respect  of  non-compliance  with  a  Statutory 
Notice  under  Sec.  56  requiring  the  provision  of  yard  paving. 

The  owner  of  a  cafe  at  Shardlow  failed  to  comply  with  the 
term.s  of  Statutory  Notices  issued  under  Sections  56  and  93,  concern¬ 
ing  the  provision  of  new  flooring  and  new  yard  paving  ;  he  was  fined 
£2/070d.  and  ordered  to  pay  an  Advocate’s  Fee  of  £2/2/0d,  on  the 
first  charge  ;  on  the  second  charge  he  w^as  ordered  to  pay  costs  of 
9/-  and  ordered  to  carry  out  the  work  in  28  days. 

When  proceedings  were  taken  for  non-compliance  with  a  Statu¬ 
tory  Notice  under  Sec.  93  requiring  the  repair  of  a  bungalow  roof  at 
Alvaston  the  owner  contended  that  the  work  had,  in  fact,  been  carried 
out.  The  Magistrates  adjourned  the  case  for  one  month  in  order  to 
test  the  effectiveness  of  the  repair  ;  at  the  adjourned  hearing  the  owner 
w^as  fined  £2/0/0d.  and  ordered  to  pay  an  Advocate’s  Fee  of  £2/2/Od. 

Rodent  Control. 

The  Rodent  Operator  continued  to  deal  with  infestations  at 
dw^ellinghouses.  Systematic  treatments  were  applied  to  the  refuse  tips, 
sewage  disposal  works  and  sewerage  systems.  The  net  cost  of  the 
seitvice,  including  wages  and  the  operation  of  the  Austin  van  was 
£461/9/2d.
